MEMORANDUM  RESPECTING 
CAR   SERVICE   RULES 


Numerous  complaints  and  objections  have 
been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Railway  Com- 
missioners for  Canada  respecting  charges 
made  by  railway  companies  for  demurrage  or 
delay  in  the  loading  or  unloading  of  cars  by 
shippers  or  consignees,  and  the  rules  governing 
such  charges.  Some  of  these  complaints  and 
objections  go  to  the  foundation  of  tbe  charge, 
and  challenge  its  legality.  Others  n-latr  onfv 
to  the  rate,  or  to  the  rules  or  their  adi  uixi^t^  . 
tion. 

The  practice  of  railway  companies,  befe-r 
the  constitution  of  the  Board,  was  to  cha»  - 
lower  tolls  on  goods  in  carload  lots  than 
less  quantities.  This  practice  was  sanctiont  i 
by  the  freight  classification,  and  has  been  fol- 
lowed in  the  tariffs  authorized  by  the  Railwav 
Act,  1903. 

It  appears  to  the  Board  to  be  reasonable 
that  railway  companies  which  deliver  cars  to, 


"r  place  them  at  tlie  disposal  of,  shipocrs  or 
consignees,  for  'oading  or  unload Ung!^l"u^ 
have  some  means  of  limiting  the  time  to  be 
TZt'^  '"  the  loading  and  unloading,  a.vd 
should  impose  a  reasonable  additional  or  in- 
creased  toll  on  traffic  carried  at  carload  rates 
for  any  detention  or  use  of  the  cars,  or  contin-

the  Board  that  such  a  practice  affords  only  a 
fair  and  jast  distinction  between  those  who 
exercise  diligence  and  those  who  do  not,  and 
IS  of  general  advantage  in  encouraging  the 
rapid  release  of  railway  cars  for  further  use. 

After  careful  consideration,  the  Board  is  of 
opinion  that  it  is  lawful  for  railway  companies 
to  make  the  carload  rates  higher  in  cases  in 
which  such  delay  occurs  than  in  those  in 
which  it  does  not,  and  that  it  is  within  the 
power  of  the  Board  to  determine  the  amounts 
of  the  additional  tolls  and  to  make  general 
rules  and  regulations  governing  their  \nposi- 
tion.  *^ 

In  some  cases,  parties  have  asked  that  the 
allowance  of  the  charge  be  made  conditional 
upon  a  provision  for  what  has  been  called  "  re' 
ciprocal  demurrage,"  or  some  penalty  or 
charge  for  delay  by  railwav  companies  in  sup- 


plying  cars,  or  in  receiving,  transporting  or 
dehvenng  traffic.  This  latt;r  subjeTrequires 
more  investigation  and  considerat  on  than  tl  e 
Board  has  yet  been  able  to  give  toTt.

separate  officials  for  the  management  of  this 
part  of  Its  busmess;  and  there  seems  to  be 
no   reason   why.  several    railway   companies 
should  not  appoint  joint  officials  for  the  pur- 
pose, or  commit  this  work  to  a  joint  depart- 
ment.   This  system  appears  to  offer  some  ad- 
vantages in  the  way  of  securing  greater  uni- 
formity in  administration  and  providing  some 
check  on  discrimination.      The  Board  hopes 
that  railway  companies  will  endeavor  to  secure 
the  fair  and  impartial  administration  of  the 
rules;  and  in  case  it  is  found  that  the  giving  of 
preferences,  dnnot  be  otherwise  prevented,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  abolish  the  car  service  toll 
entirely. 

The  Board  can  only  view  such  a  bureau  as 
an  agency,  and  such  officials  as  agents 'of  the 
railway  companies  concerned,  and  it  has  care- 
fully avoided  the  adoption  of  any  rule  which 
might  appear  to  confer  upon  any  such  body 
or  officials  the  right  of  deciding  disputes  as 
between  the  companies  and  the  public,  or  the 
power  to  bind  any  but  the  railway  companies. 

The  impracticability  of  framing  rules  ade- 
quate for  all  cases  is  conceded,  so  that  while 
these  rules  are  made  imperative,  the  Board  ex- 
pects that,  when  in  doubt,  the  officer  appointed 
for  the  purpose  will  interpret  them  liberally, 
but  without  unjust  discrimination  or  undue 
preference. 

After  giving  every  opportunity  which 
seemed  to  the  Board  to  be  reasonably  possible 


for  the  various  interests  affected  to  present 
their  views  upon  the  subjec:,  the  l^^frd  hps 
adopted  a  set  of  rules  to  which  it  desires  that 
a  fair  trial  should  be  given.    The  compilation 
of  these  rules,  and  the  settlement  of  numerous 
details,  has  involved  a  great  deal  of  care  and 
consideration,    and    has    taken    considerable 
time.     The  Board  recognizes  that  some  inter- 
ests   may   not   yet   have   had   notice   of   the 
inquiries    being    made,  or  an  opportunitv   of 
fully  presenting  their  views ;  and  that,  in  ioire 
details,  the  rules  now  adopted  have  not  come 
to  the  attention  even  of  those  who  have  dis- 
cussed the  subject  before  the  Board.     On  thit 
account,  although  desiring  that  a  reasonable 
time  may  be  taken  for  a  trial  of  the  new  set  of 
rules,  the  Board  will  give  careful  attention  to 
any  material  representations  respecting  them 
which  any  party  may  desire  to  make. 

The  new  rules  are  intended  to  take  effect 
over  the  whole  of  Canada  as  respects  all  rail- 
ways  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board

Whereas  numerous  complaints  have  been 
made  to  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
tor  Canada  with  respect  to  the  charges  made 
by  Railway  Companies  for  delay  in  the  loading 
and  unloading  of  cars,  and  the  rules  regulating 
the  same;  ^ 

And  Whereas  it  appears  to  the  Board  that 
all  such  charges  and  rules  should  be  disal* 
lowed,  and  that,  in  cases  in  which  railway  cars 
are,  or  are  to  be,  loaded  or  unloaded  by  ship- 
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pers  or  consignees,  Railway  Companies  should 
be  authorized,  subject  to  the  rules  hereinafter 
contained,  and  by  way  of  compensation  for 
unduly  prolonged  detention  and  use  of  cars 
and  use  of  tracks,  to  increase,  as  hereinafter 
specified,  their  tolls  upon  traffic  carried  or  to 
be  carried  in  carloads,  or  at  carload  rates ; 

And  Whereas  it  appears  to  the  Board  to 
be  important,  in  the  public  interest,  to  secure 
the  fullest  possible  use  of  railway  cars,  tracks, 
and  equipment,  and  for  that  object  to  discour- 
age the  delay  aforesaid  ; 

Now,  Therefore,  in  pursuance  of  Sections 
23,  25,  257  and  275  of  the  Railway  Act.  1903. 
and  of  all  powers  possessed  by  the  Board  un- 
der the  said  Act — 


It  is  ordered  that 

1.  Except  as  mentioned  in  the  proviso  to 
paragraph  numbered  4  of  this  Order,  all  tolls 
or  charges  heretofore  charged  or  imposed  bv 
any  Railway  Company  for  delay  in,  or  addi- 
tional time  used  in,  the  loading  or  unloading 
of  cars,  whether  under  the  name  of  Demur- 
rage, Car  Rental,  or  Car  Service,  or  otherwisi^ 
and  all  rules  regulating  the  same  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  abolished  and  disallowed; 
and  all  Railway  Companies  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  shall  henceforth 
cease  to  'mnose  and  use  the  same

RULE  1. 

When  cars  are  held  under  load,  or  awaiti.iq 
loads,  beyond  the  free  time  allowed  by  Rule  2 
for  any  reason  for  which  the  consignee  or 
shipper  IS  responsible,  a  toll  of  one  dollar  per 
car,  per  day  of  twenty-four  hours,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  be  charged  to.  and  paid  by,  the 
shipper,  consignee,  or  other  partv  responsible 
therefor  in  addition  to  all  other  tolls  paid, 
or  payable,  in  respect  of  the  goods  carried,  or 
to  be  carried,  in  or  on  such  car. 


RULE  2. 

Twenty-four  hours  shall  be  allowed  the 
consignee,  after  notice  of  arrival,  in  which  to 
pay  the  toils  or  charges  (if  any),  and  give 
orders  for  special  rhcing  or  delivery;  (sub- 
ject to  Rules  11  ar      5). 

Forty-eight  hours  free  time  shall  be  al- 
lowed for  loading  or  unloading  (except  as 
hereinafter  provided).  On  cars  placed  for 
loading,  or  unloading,  before  or  at  11  o'clock 
a.m.,  the  free  time  shall  begin  at  1  p.m.  follow- 
ing; if  placed  after  11  o'clock  a.m..  the  free 
time  shall  begin  at  7  o'clock  a.m.  following.

RULE  3. 

No  car  service   toll   shall 
iSundays  or  legal  holidays. 
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RULE  4. 
Car  service  tolls  shall  not  be  collected  from 
customs  officials  may  be  responsible. 


RULE  5. 

Cars  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be  easily  ac- 
cessible at  all  times  during  the  period  allowed 
for  loading  or  unloading.  At  stations  where 
such  placing  is  at  the  time  reasonably  prac- 
ticable cars  shall  be  placed  so  as  to  be  easily 
accessible  on  both  sides.  Time  lost  to  the 
shipper  or  consignee  through  interruption, 
either  by  movement  of  trains,  or  shunting  of 
cars,  or  any  other  cause  for  which  the  Rail- 
way Company  is,  or  may  be  held  to  be,  re- 
sponsible, shall  be  added  to  the  free  time  al- 
lowance. 


RULE  6. 

If  wet  or  inclement  weather,  according  to 
local  conditions,  renders  loading  or  unloading 
impracticable  during  business  hours,  or  ex- 
pose the  goods  to  damage,  the  time  allowance 
shall  be  extended  so  as  to  give  the  full  free 
time  of  suitable  weather.  But  if  the  parties 
neglect  or  fail  to  avail  themselves  of  the  first 
forty-eight  hours,  or  seventy-two  hours,  as

RULE  8. 

The  consignee  shall  be  promptly  notified  of 
the  arrival  of  his  freight,  and  shall  be  held  to 
have  been  notified  when  notice  of  arrival  has 
been  delivered  at  his  address,  or  place  of  busi- 
ness ;  provided  that,  if  such  notice  be  given 
later  than  6  o'clock  p.m.,  it  shall  be  considered 
not  to  have  been  received  until  7  o'clock  the 
following  morning.     If  notice  be  mailed,  the 
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consignee  Shall  be  held  to  have  been  notified 
at  7  o  clock  a.m.  of  the  day  following. 


RULE  9. 

If  the  consignee  fail  to  give  placing  or  de- 
ivery  orders  within  the  twenty-four  hours  al- 
lowed by  Rule  2,  the  car  shall  be  considered  to 
be  intended  for  public  team  track  delivery 
and  shall  be  placed  accordingly;  and,  if  not 
unloaded  within  the  free  time,  such  car  shal' 
be  subject  to  the  car  service  toll. 


RULE  10. 

The  Railway  Agent  shall  notify  the  con- 
signee or  his  carter,  on  application,  where  his 
car  has  been  placed  for  unloading.  Any  time 
within  the  free  time  allowance  lost  to  the  con- 
signee in  so  doing,  for  which  the  Railwav 
Company  is  responsible,  shall  be  added  to  the 
free  time  allowance. 

If  a  car  has  been  placed  before  7"  o'clock 
a.m.,  and  at  that  hour  the  Agent  or  his  repre- 
sentative is  unable  or  fails  to  inform  the  con- 
signee or  his  representative,  on  application,  as 
to  the  placing  of  the  car  and  where  it  has  been 
placed,  then  the  free  time  shall  not  commence 
until  12  o'clock  noon  following,unless  the  con- 
signee commences  to  unload  before  noon,  in 
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which  case  the  time  so  lost  to  the  consignee 
afoics^d  *""         ^'**'  ^^"^  allowance  as 


RULE  11. 

Freight  for  which  the  Railway  Company 
holds  previous  or  standing  orders  from  con- 
signee for  placing  on  designated  tracks  or 
private  sidings,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the 
extra  twenty-four  hours  allowed  by  Rule  f 
for  paying  freight  charges  and  giving  irfadn  ' 
or  dehvdry  orders,  but  whn  in  bond  shall  b? 
entitled  to  the  twenty-four  hours  allowed  bv 
Kule  2  (rf)  for  clearance  of  customs. 


RULE  12. 

When  both  cars  and  tracks  are  owned  bv 
the  same  private  party,  no  car  service  tolls 
shall  be  charged. 


RULE  13. 

The  delivery  of  cars  to  private  tracks  shall 
be  considered  to  have  been  made  when  such 
cars  have  been  properly  placed  on  the  tracks 
designated,  or  when  they  would  have  been  so 
placed  but  for  some  condition  for  which  the 
shipper  or  consignee  is  responsible.     If  cars 
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cannot  be  so  placed,  the  Railway  O^mpanv 
holding  them  shall  so  notify  the  consignee  n 
order  that  he  may  have  the  opportunitf  of  de^ 
signatmg  some  other  siding  on  which  he  's 
wilhng  to  load  or  unload,  if  he  so  desires. 


RULE  14. 

If,  after  placing,  cars  are  ordered  to  another 
sidmg  on  the  same  road,  at  the  same  station 
to  con  .e  loading  or  unloading  by  the  same 
shipper  >r  consignee,  the  free  time  shall  be 
computed  from  the  original  .pi.^.  less  the 
time  occupied  in  replacing  the  car. 


RULE  16. 

If,  after  arrival  at  destination,  a  car  is  re 
consigned  under  switching  arrange.. nents,  the 
ongmal  consignee  alone  shall  hi..<;  twenty- 
four  hours  in  which  to  give  orders  for  special 
placing  or  delivery ;  and  he  shall  pay  one  dol- 
lar per  day.  or  any  part  thereof,  for  all  time 
m  excess  of  the  twenty-four  hours,  so  that  the 
final  free  time  of  forty-eight  hours,  or  seventv- 
two  hours,  as  the  case  may  be  (authorized  bv 
Rule  2),  shall  still  remain  to  the  party  who 
accepts  delivery. 
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RULE  16. 

If  an  authorized  employee  upon  a  railway 
vyhich  performs  switcliiiiR:  services  gives  no- 
tice that  such  railway  is  unable  to  receive  cars 
tor  private  sidings,  owing  to  conditions  for 
which  the  shippers  or  consignees  are  respon- 
sible, then  any  other  Railway  company  havini? 
cars  for  such  consignees  shall  so  advise  then? 
and  the  car  service  toll  shall  be  charged  until 
the  cars  on  such  private  sidings  have  beer  rn- 
loaded  or  loaded,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  '  itil 
such  sidings  have  been  otherwise  cleared. 

RULE  17. 

Cars  held  in  transit  for  inspection,  grading, 
cleaning,  bagging,  completion  or  change  of 
load,  or  change  of  destination,  under  a 
through  rate  from  the  original  shipping  point 
to  the  final  destination,  with  or  without  a  stop- 
over charge,  and  detained  over  the  time  al- 
lowed for  such  purpose  in  the  published  tariffs, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  car  service  toll.  If 
such  shipments  are  transferred  to  other  c?rs 
the  car  service  tolls  shall  follow  on  the  cars  to 
which  transfer  is  made. 


RULE  18. 

Manufacturers,    lumbermen,    miners,    con- 
tractors or  others,  who  have  their  own  tracks 
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and  motive  power,  and  handle  cars  f .r  them- 
selves  or  other  parties,  shall  be  charged  car 
service  tolls  on  all  cars  delivered  to  hem 
from  the  time  placed  upon  the  interchan^ 
tracks  until  return«l  thereto,  after  allowan?^ 

to  d^?hJ"f '/^J  '^^'''^^  "^«^^^^>'  ^«^  them 
to  do  the  switchmjr  (not  to  exceed  twentv- 


RULE  19. 

Cars  shall  not  be  held  back  for  the  purpose 
of  evadmg  these  rules.  Loaded  c.rs  held 
back  for  cause  must  be  reported. 

RULE  20. 

When  cars  are  delayed  or  refused  bv  con- 
signees because  of  alleged  incorrectness  in 
the  railway  weights  or  charges,  car  service 
tolls  shall  not  be  charged  if  the  railway 
weights  or  charges  are  nroved  to  be  incorrect. 

RULE  21. 

If  payment  of  car  service  tolls  properly  due 
be  refused,  delivery  of  only  the  car  or  cars  on 
which  such  car  service  tolls  are  due  shall  be 
withheld,  by  means  of  sealing  or  locking,  or 
by  placing  where  such  cars  onlv  shall  n^t  be 
accessible. 
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If  the  owners  or  users  of  private  sidings,  or 
the  owners  of  railways  referred  to  in  Rule  18

(b)  Any  reference  to  a  rule  by  number  :s 
to  be  considered  as  a  reference  to  that  one  of 
the  foregoing  rules  which  is  so  numbered ; 

(c)  The  expression  "car  service  toll" 
means  the  additional  or  increased  toll  author- 
ized by  Rule  1.
